RECORDS OF FISHES IN NEW JERSEY 1925 


Most of the following notes were given to me by 
Mr. R. Dale Benson, Jr., from observations he made 
chiefly at Ventnor and the net at Young’s Pier, 
Atlantic City. A smal! collection of unusual species, 
made by Mr. James L. Jamison, was given to me by 
Mr. Benson. Mr. J. A. G. Rehn also gave me a few 
notes he made at Beach Haven on August 22. 

1. Sand Shark (Carcharias taurus). Ventnor Pier, 
Sept. I, common. 

2. Thresher Shark (Alopias vulpinus). One caught 
4 miles outside Cape May, July 15, 5 feet 13 inches 
long, reported by Dr. A. E. Roussel. 

3. Smooth Dog Shark (Mustelus canis). Ventnor 
Pier, Sept. 1, common. 

4. Hammer-head Shark (Sphyrna zygaena). Small 
one at Ventnor Pier, May 31. 

5. Bob-tailed Skate (Raja eglanteria). Longport, 
Ventnor Pier and Young’s Pier. 

6. Thorny Sting-ray (Dasyatis centroura). One of 
over 100 pounds at Ventnor; one at Beach Haven 
40 inches across with one caudal spine. 
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7. Cow-nosed Ray (Rhinoptera bonasus). One at 
Longport Bridge and two at Ventnor Pier. 

8. Herring (Clupea harengus). Young's Pier. 

g. Fall Herring (Pomolobus mediocris). Longport, 
abundant; Young’s Pier and Ventnor Pier, July 27. 

10. Menhaden (Brevoortia tyrannus). Off Ventnor 
in September. 

11. Eel (Muraena rostrata). Common in Ventnor 
backwaters, elvers very common April 3. 

12. Conger Eel (Conger conger). One at Young’s 
Pier, August 2. 

13. Slender Anchovy (Anchovia eurystole). One at 
Longport, October 23. 

14. Sperlin (A. mitchilli). Two with last. 

15. Lizard Fish (Snyodus foetens). One at Long- 
port, October 1. 

16. May Fish (Fundulus majalis). Longport, also 
next twp species. 

17. Mummichog (F. heteroclitus macrolepidotus). 

18. Pursy Minnow (Cyprinodon variegatus). 

19. Green Gar (Strongylura marina). Ventnor. 

20. Tom-cod (Microgadus tomcod). One 56 mm. 
long at Longport, July 27. 

21. Cod Gadus callarias). Beach Haven, October 
12, also with next two species. 

22. Ling (Phycis regius). 

23. Hake (Merluccius bilinearis). 

24. Window Pane (Lophopsetta maculata). Young's 
Pier, September 1. 

25. Least Whiff(Citharichthys micros). Longport, 
two September 29 and five October 23. 

26. Summer Flounder (Paralichthys dentatus). 
Longport, April 3 and August 20. Mr. Rehn found 
it in Manasquan surf July 1925. 

27. Winter Flounder (Pseudopleuronectes ameri- 
canus). Longport, young April 3, one October 9, 
two October 23. 

28. Pipe Fish (Syngnathus fuscus). Longport, two 
October 7. 
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29. Sea Horse (Hippocampus hudsonius). Long- 
port Bridge. 

30. Fresh-water Silversides (Menidia beryllina). 
One at Longport, July 27. 

31. Silversides (M. menidia notata). Longport, 
April 13. 

32. Striped Mullet (Mugil cephalus). Ventnor surf. 

33. White Mullet (M. curema). Longport bridge. 

34. Three-spined Stickleback (A peltes quadracus). 
One back of Ventnor, October 20. 

35. Mackerel (Scomber scombrus). Schools, also 
the next, 12 miles off Longport, August 30. 

36. Chub Mackerel (S. colias). 

37. Tunny (Thunnus thynnus). Fairly common 
25 miles off Barnegat during August, also the next two. 

38. Little Tunny (Euthynnus alleteratus). 

39. Bonito (Sarda sarda). 

40. Cutlass Fish (Trichiurus lepturus). Longport, 
one September 29. 

41. Plough Fish (Vomer setapinnis). Occasional 
at Young’s Pier, August 2. 

42. Pampano (Tvachinotus carolinus). Ventnor, 
four October 7. 

43. Blue Fish (Pomatomus saltatrix). Longport 
bridge, with snappers in fall. 

44. Striped Bass (Roccus lineatus). Longport 
stone-jetty, one of 41 lbs. 

45. White Perch (Morone americana). Longport, 
two April 3, 14 inches long. 

46. Black Sea Bass (Centropristis striatus). Long- 
port, two September 29; common to 4 or 5 pounds, 
12 miles off Longport Inlct; Beach Haven. 

47. Pig Fish (Orthopristis chrysopterus). Ventnor, 
several in back waters. 

48. Porgy (Stenotomus chrysops). Longport Inlet, 
numerous in August 12 to inches along beach front of 
Absecon Island. 

49. Sheepshead (Archosargus probatocephalus). 
Catch to 7 pounds at 9 miles off north end of Brigan- 
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tine Beach about wreck in 12 fathoms, also sea bass 
common to 8 pounds. 

50. Weak Fish (Cynoscion regalis). Longport, 
Great Bay, Young’s Pier; one of 212 pounds at Beach 
Haven, October 8. 

51. Spotted Weak Fish (C. nebulosus). Ventnor, 
one August 25; Brigantine, one September 29. 

52. Silver Perch (Bairdiella chrysura). Longport, 
two October 7, one October 23. 

53. Red Drum (Sciaenops ocellatus). Ventnor Pier, 
one of 27 pounds. 

54. Goody (Leiostomus xanthurus). Longport, 3 
July 27; common along Absecon Island beach; Beach 
Haven. 

55. Croaker (Micropogon undulatus). Longport, 
Great Bay, Young’s Pier, three at last locality in 
April. 

56. King Fish (Menticirrhus saxatilis). Longport, 
two October 1; Ventnor surf. 

57. Black Drum (Pogonias cromis). Ventnor Pier 
and Little Egg Harbor, 51 in 1 day at Great Egg 
Harbor; Beach Haven. 

58. Surmullet (Upeneus maculatus). Longport, 
one September 29. 

59. Butterfly Fish (Chaetodon ocellatus). Longport, 
three young, October 7. 

60. Little Sculpin (Myoxocephalus aeneus). Long- 
port, one September 29. 

61. Short-finned Gurnard (Prionotus carolinus). 
Ventnor. 


62. Long-finned Gurnard (P. evolans strigatus). 
Great Bay and off Absecon Island. 


63. Bergall (Tautogolabrus adspersus). Longport 
stone-jetty, with next. 

64. Tautog (Tautoga onitis). Also two young, 
Septem ber 29. 

65. Slender Remora (Leptecheneis naucrates). Vent- 
nor Pier, one August 20 in shedder crab. 
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66. Sand Lance (Ammodytes americanus). Ventnor, 
common in late October and November. 

67. Star Gazer (Astroscopus guttatus). Longport, | 
one of 43 inches, August 25. 

68. Toad Fish (Opsanus tau). Beach Haven, 
numerous in canals and thoroughfares. 

69. Orange File Fish (Alutera schoepfii). Ventnor, 
August 25. 

70. Puffer (Sphaeroides maculatus). Ventnor. 

71. Burr Fish (Chilomycterus schoepfi). Ventnor. 

72. Head Fish (Mola mola). One 53 feet long in 
pound net off Sea Isle City, in August, reported by 
Mr. D. G. Baird.

DESCRIPTIONS OF A NEW CHARACIN FISH 
AND A NEW PYGIDIID CATFISH . 
FROM THE AMAZON BASIN? 


Pyrrhulina obermulleri, sp. n. 

Body deep, compressed. Occiput concave Caudal 
slightly forked, the lobes very blunt and rounded, the 
upper scarcely or not at all longer than the lower. 
Depth 3.5 in body length. Head 4. Length of caudal 
peduncle half head, its depth 1.66 in the same. Eye 
3.4 in head, 1.4 in interorbital, which is 2.66 in head. 
Eye a little greater than snout. Scales 22 to caudal 
base, one or two more on the latter; 12 predorsal; 15 
around body before pelvics. Dorsal 10, oringinating 
midway between the verticals of the pelvic and anal 
origins and an eye diameter nearer to caudal base 
than to preopercle. Anal 10, originating twice as far 
from preopercle as from caudal base. Pelvics 8, | 
originating midway between caudal base and snout 
tip, reaching past anal fin origin in male. Appressed 
1 — from the Zodlogical Laboratory of Indiana University,

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pectorals not reaching pelvic origin by almost .33 their 
own length. Males brownish, light mid-ventrally, each 
scale of the side with a central light spot. Entire 
lower half of sides covered with a blackish band, the 
light spots showing brilliantly on this. A rather faint 
dark stripe from the under jaw, through eye, fading 
towards opercle edge. Distal portion of anterior dorsal 
rays with a blackish streak. A faint dark area at basal 
part of middle caudal rays. Two faint dark spots at 
base of anal fin. Pelvics and anal with a fine dark 
edging. Females without the dark side band. Up to 
55 mm. total length. 


Iquitos, Peru Dr. W. R. Allen 


Allied to P. vittata, P. australis, and P. brevis, differ- 
ing notably in color. Named in memory of the late 
August Obermuller, who first introduced me to the 
South American Characins, in his aquarium establish- 
ment in Jersey City. 


Pygidium gabrieli, sp. n. 

Eye wholly in front half of head, its posterior border 
just anterior to middle. Interorbital 3 in head. Depth 
of body 7.5 in length to base of central caudal rays. 
Head 6. Both pairs of maxillary barbels reach to end 
of head, nasal barbel to upper patch of opercular 
spines. Length of pectoral fin, with short filament, 
not equal to head. Dorsal originates midway between 
caudal tip and tip of pectoral filament, or twice as 
far from eye as from base of central caudal rays, over 
posterior tips of appressed pelvics. Anal originates 
under second dorsal ray. Pelvics originate midway 
between base of middle caudal rays and tip of pectoral 
filament, or between tip of caudal and upper opercular 
spine patch. Dorsal 9. Anal 6. Caudal fin rounded- 
truncate. Teeth, in lower jaw at least, recurved-coni- 
cal. Closely covered with pale brown spots, under 
side light. Up to 50 mm. total length. 
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Sao Gabriel rapids, Rio Begro, Brazil, in rock-pools.

Allied to P. amazonicum, P. striatum, and P. metae, 
nearest the last. Compared with the type of metae, 
my specimens are seen to differ in the much larger, 
less anterior eye (the eye is in the first third of the 
head in metae), the somewhat more anterior pelvics, 
the larger head, and the shorter anal. The differences 
in sixe of eye and head are possibly due to the larger 
size of the specimen of metae, but the posit ons of the 
eye and pelvics, as well as the different anal formula, 
seem sufficiently to distinguish: ‘the present fish. 
Named for the locality.
